Hoar of Massachusetts opposes the election of 


United States senators by the people. 
Rut the 


grounds of his opposition are so weak that they ap- 
pear decidedly uncharacteristic of the man. 
He 


says: 


"This is one of the most important questions," 


said he, according to newspaper reports, "that has 
arisen since the adoption of the constitution. 
In- 


deed it is the first serious effort made to change the 
mechanism involved in the principles of the constit- 
ution. This is a proposition to changes the princi- 
ples upon \vhich the constitution is founded, and it 
is a matter of historical fact that without the incor- 
poration of this principle the constitution never 
would have- been agreed to. 
The solemn pledge 


was given to States, small and great.-that the equal- 
ity of the States never would be destroyed without 
the consent of every one of them." He did not be- 
lieve th;H the adoption of the resolution would be 
accomplished 
without 
:i breach of the national 


pledge which lies at the foundation of the govern- 
ment. The senate he said, was UK- greatest delib- 
erative assembly in the world, and he believed it 
the duty of the people to stand firm before the 
proposition, to strike down one of the two glories of 
the republic. 


The Senate will continue to exist when the 


method ot electing its members are changed; and 
will be as glorious a part of (he nation as now— 
more glorious, most people think. 
One of the prin- 


ciple, reasons why a change is desired, is that many 
State legislatures do not follow after Massachusetts 
in the character of the men they elect. 
That the 


States would be deprived of their equality ot rep- 
resentation by the change is a new and far-fetched 
idea. 
Senators elected by the people will just as 


cjnsistently represent their States as noiv. Besides 
the States will never be deprived of their represen- 
tation, as'is sometimes the case under the present 
method. 
Deleware, for instance, is at present with- 


out a senator, and for several years has not had two 
members in the upper house. 


When our constitution was adopted, popular 


government of any kind was a great step in ad- 
vance. 
In two cases the people were denied direct 


contiol, placing the choice of president in the hands 
of electors and giving State legislatures the election 
of senators. 
The electoral system, though still in 


existence, continued in practical force but a short 
time. Tin- people took control. 
The machinery 


remains, but it performs no function except for reg- 
istering the popular choice. 
The choice of electors 


settles conclusively the choice of president. 
The 


people having expressed their choice, no elector 
would dream of ignoring it. 


There is a growing desire on the pr.rt of the peo- 


ple to elect their own senators and a growing dispo- 
sition to do so through that right tlir.t has not been 
formally conferred on UK-HI. 
We have passed be- 


yond the- experimental hhigc of popular govern- 
ment. The people have found that they can gov- 
ern themselves and there is no governing class to 
say they *!>;>!1 110; d > so. 
Opposition is useless. 
It

the last barrier between the people and direct- con- 
trol of their government.

H l i , K the irrigation bill cannot by any possi- 


bility be tortured into a party measure, it is a 


noticable fact ibat all of the opposition to the meas- 
ure in the committee in the house, to which the bill 
was referred, came from a Republican source. Rep- 
resentatives Ray of New York and Jenkins of Wis- 
consin, both Republicans, presented a minority re- 
port, in which they characterised the measure as 
''unwise, unconstitutional and so expensive that the 
ordinary mind is staggered at its mere contempla- 
tion."
